NAVY CONTimjis TO AWAIT 
NEWS BEFORE GIVING LIST 
SURVIVORS REUBEN JAMES 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.— (/Pi- 


Hope ebbed slowly for the unre- 
ported crew members of the U.S.S. 
Reuben James, some seventy or 
more men—potentially the greatest 
number lost by a regular navy ship 
through belligerent action since the 
battleship Maine wa* blown up in 
1898. 


Throughout the long week-end 


the word from the naval communi- 
cation* nerve center here was: "No 
news...No new*," and officers pa- 
tiently explained that any further 
tidings would be released Immedi- 
ately to relieve the anxiety of navy 
wives and families throughout the 
country. 


Pending receipt of a report list- 
ing the forty-four crew member* 
known to have been saved when the 
destroyer was sunk Thursday night, 
the navy stood on Its refusal to 
make public the names of the en- 
listed men on board or the total 
crew strength. 


However, Inasmuch a* the ship's 


normal complement would be 120 
unofficial estimate* 
placed 
the 
number of men unaccounted for 
at *eventy-slx. If all have been 
lost, It would be the heaviest since 
260 died when 
the Maine 
went 
down in Havana harbor. 


Since 1898 the navy has lost only 


five regular fighting ship* through 
hostile action or war operations. 
The destroyer Jacob Jones, tor- 
pedoed in 1917, had the heaviest 
loss of life—eixty-four men. 
An- 
other destroyer, the Chauncey, had 
twenty-two killed In a World War 
collision. A collsion also sent the 
submarine F-l to the bottom in 
1917 with a loss of nineteen men. 
The fourth 'World War loss was 
the cruiser San rHtja which was 
sunk by a mine off Fire Island, 
with the loss of five men. The only 
lou lince then wws the gunboat 
Panay, bombed arid machinegunned 
by Japanese planes In China in 
1987, when two were killed. During

rocity. 


The Red army has Increased Its 


pressure to drive the Germans com- 
pletely from the suburbs of the 
upper Volga River city, focal point 
of the Nazi thrust to encircle Mos- 
cow from the north. 


The dispatches said the Germans 
were straining every nerve to break 
into Tula, 100 miles south of Mos 
cow, where another enclrclemen 
arm is probing eastward. 


But they were meeting with a 


fierce blanket of red artillery fire 
and tank-led counterattacks 
be- 
sides the stubborn resistance o 
civilians of the munitions town who 
had thrown up a deep zone of bar- 
ricades.

Secretary of State Hull disclosed 


this move by the United States In 
reply to press conference questions, 
as to whether there was any basis 
for reports from London that Brit- 
ain was hesitating to declare war 
against Finland mainly because ,of 
objections raised 
by the 
United 


States. 
Hull said this government had 


frequently called the attention of 
the Finnish government to Ameri- 
can anxiety over the course Fin- 
land was pursuing. 
Because of the friendly relations 


which we have always had with 
Finland, however, he added, this 
government 
has refrained 
until 


now from drawing any final con- 
clusion from the present policy of 
the Finnish government In the hope 
that similar 
relations 
could be 


maintained In the future. 
Recently, he continued, the Unit- 
ed States minister In Helsinki was 
instructed to Inform the Finnish 
government that if Finland desired 
to maintain our friendship now and 
later, satisfactory evidence must be 
forthcoming that Finland Intends 
to discontinue promptly offensive 
military operations against Soviet 
Russia, and to that end Finnish 
troops will be principle be prompt- 
ly withdrawn. 
At the same time the American 
minister reminded the Finnish gov- 
ernment of the information pre- 
viously Jtlvon to Finland's minister 
here regarding the possibility of 
bringing about a peaceful settle- 
ment of outstanding Finnish-So- 
viet difficulties. 
The United State* now Is await- 


ing the Finnish government's re- 
ply.The secretary explained that on 
Aug. 18' the Finnish minister In 
Washington, Hjalmar Procope, was 
informed that the state department 
had learned that the Soviet Union 
was prepared to discus* a Finnish- 
Soviet peace on the basis of ter- 
ritorial compensation to Finland.

Critical Situations. 
Critical hours In the great bai- 
tles for Moscow and the Crimea 
were acknowledged in 
Russian 
reports today as the Germans ap- 
parently loosed mighty bursts of 
power in efforts to force decisions 
on those fiercely-fought fronts. 
Russia's peril In the Crimea, a 
hack door to the Caucasus' oil and 
the Middle East, was evident. 


With extraordinary speed com- 
pared to the plodding pace of the 
Russian war in recent weeks, the 
Germans have driven deep into 
the Crimea since breaking through 
the Soviet's stout defenses on the 
neckline 
Perekop Isthmus 
last 
Tuesday. 


The German high command an- 
nounced yesterday that Simfero- 
pol, 
capital of the Crimea, had 


been 
captured 
and 
that 
Nazi 
forces were advancing swiftly to- 
ward Savastopol, 40 miles beyond. 
Reports in London said the Ger- 
mans were only 20 miles north of 
the Crimean port.
